Mr. Par- 
ish has been living In Washiogton 
for llio past 12 years, devoting him- 
self to pushing ills claim.

It 13 estimated that Uiei-o arc :I5,- 
OOU iicwspaiioi'H and other iieiiodicalit 
published in tlio world. The United 
Slates can boast of possessing nearly 
two-fiftha of the entire number, or to 
be exact, as shown by the American 
Newspaper Directovy for the current 
year, a total of I3,l'jl, while the Do- 
Miinlon of Canada has 041 and New- 
foundland 9. 

The names by which these thou- 
Itudl of paiKirs are known are by no 
meani as numerous as one nii|;ht liup- 
IX)se ; still there is a siiiTicieiit varioiy 
to repay the cui'ious eearchcr for in- 
formation. The name most common 
is News, by which with or wiUioiit a 
prefix, just 550 papers are called. 
Tbirty-iiine of these are in New 
York, 44 in Illinois, 38 in Uhio, U in 
' Pennaylvanin. and the others are 
ioattered through the, reniaiuiiii; 
SUtei and Territories. There arc 480 
ealled the Times, 416 Journals, 40C 
Democrats, 297 Gazettes, 273 Republi- 
cans, 198 Knterprises, 180 Indepen- 
dents, 180 Tribunes, 179 liecords, 177 
Couriers, 173 Sentinels, 149 I'lessen, 
l:i7 Uegislers, 128 Chronicles, 120 Re- 
porters, 119 Stars, 117 lleviows, 108 
Suns, 107 Leaders, 99 Advertisers, 98 
AreuB, 90 Standards, 89 Free Preues, 
83 Posts, 74 Bnlletiiis, 72 Expresses, 
71 llaniiers, 70 Observers, 03 Unions, 
61 Citizens, 59 Messengers, 54 Eagles, 

tS DUpatcbea, 49 Advances, 49 In- 
exes, 46 Transcript*, 44 Mirrors, 39 
Pioneers, 37 Commerdal*. 87 Globe*, 
36 Echos, 27 Watclimeo, 27 Merenry* 
and 20 Vindicators. 

It by no means follows thai all the 
Democrat* in the above list are sup- 
porter* of the Democratic party or 
that all the Republican* are Republi- 
can in politics. It is often the oppo- 
*ite. The St. I^ouis Republican is 
Democratic, and the Globe-Democrat 
is liupublii aii, while many of the In- 
dependents are strong party organs. 
Tlie Advance, Arsus, Enterpriie, 
lieadcr. Pioneer ana Watchmen are 
found most frequently in the Wes- 
tern States and Territories. There 
is at least one Democrat in every 
State (Indiana leads with thirty-six,) 
except Nevada and Vermont. Every 
State but Delaware has a Giiette, all 
have a Journal and a NewsjDela 
ware, Nevada and Oregon are with- 
out a Herald; there \» a ISi'iitiiicl 
everywhere but in Elorida, Rhode 
Island and Vermont, and there are 
only nine States without a Sun. 

For tlie remaining papers the cata- 
logue, if made complete, would be an 
extended one. Sometimes the name 
Is of purely local ori>;iii. In lome 
cases it 1* supposed to be appropriate 
to the town or county where publish- 
ed, and In other* one would be 
obliged to go to the editor himself 
for an explanation of its meaning. 
The Annistoii (Ala.) Hot Blast is not 
so called becau^ic of the climate, but 
because the town is in the centre of 
tlie coal and Iron fields of Alabama, 
where there I* a large number of 
blaat furnaces. The Springdale(Ark.) 
Yellow Jacket is published in a fruit 
raising district. The Daggett (Col.) 
Calico Print is in the Calico niininj; 
(listrict, but has no reference to dress 
goods. The Sacramento Rescue is a 
temperance paper. The Tin Cup 
Miner, Jacknonville Tropical Para- 
dise, Tttllahaeeee Land of Flowers. 
Wildwood Orange Leaf, and Kissini- 
mcoCity Bitter Sweet are all appro- 
priately so calleil. 

The Ileadlight la not iofl^aently 
met with, Arkansas ha* the New Do- 

Sarture at Carlisle, a Bi'other of Free- 
om at Clarksville, ami a Tui-k llaui- 
mer at Viola. The Rocky Mountain 
Howitzer boom* each week from 
Greeley, Col.; the MMI Run from 
llontezuma, and the Solid Muldoon 
froni Ouray. 

Atlanta, Ga., has a Light for 
Thinkers, and Sparta an Ishmaclitc. 
Illinois has the Harry Unicorn-Green- 
back, Blue Mound Cyclone, Casey 
Acorn (a weekly at fifty cents a year,) 
and Chicago Alarm, the last the or- 
gan of Socialists. Indianapolis has 
the Ironclad Age. and an anti-relig- 
ion* paper and the Scissor*. Tcrrc 
Haute ha* Wliat News? an advertis- 
ing sheet. Iowa has at Angus the 
Black Diamond, at Burlington the 
Ilawkeye, at Fayette the Postal Caid, 
and at Greenfield a liliz/.ard. In 
Kansas Atchison ha* every week a 
Sunday Morning Sermon. Indepen- 
dent-Democrat ; Carbondale ha* the 
Astonlsher and Paralyzer, Clay Cen- 
tre a Fire-brand, Dodge City the

Pauper Idiots. 

frranktort Capitol.] 

For the support of pauper idiots in 
the various counties tlio last fiscal 
year, the State of Kentucky paid 
:|:(>2,U89.03. The fiscal year preoemng, 
it paid 170, 183.55. 

in hi* biennial report the Auditor 
has called attention to the imposi- 
tions and fraud practiced under the 
present law, rehiiiug to pauper idiots, 
and reconimeiidcil thai their main- 
tenance be rele";;aled to Ibr counties, 
logically asking why should a pauper 
idiot be supported by the State any 
more than anyother sort of pauper. 

irnder an art of the Legislature 
eight years was made the niiniimim 
age for sucli bcnellciarics. This has 
cut oS'from the charity roll fifty-fdur 
idiots, who drew |4,050 from the 
Treasury annually. Many of these 
wore infants not over six months old 
The public are not advised of the 
extent to wliioh this charily is abus- 
ed. Many of the "idiots" of the State 
are able to labor. Other* are ini 
ported into tho State, and foisted on 
the pension roll, through the agency 
of interested parties. Often tho in- 
((uests ai'e mere farces, without any 
Bcrnliny as 10 tlie true condition of 
tlie beneficiaries. There is collusion 
between the parties, and the witne**' 
es are relative* or friends, or feed 
oMlsidera. 

Tlie statistics in connection with 
paiiiicr idiocy in Kentucky are very 
slrikini;. Nearly one-half the total 
uuinber of idiots supported by the 
State, are Irom four judicial districts 
bordering on Teiiuesscc, Virginia 
and West Virginia. In tlio Third 
District we limi llitit Ihc cuunty of 
Henderson, with 4,093 legal voters, 
has only one pauper idiot. The 
county of Union, 4,0.57 legal voters, 
has only one. The county of Critten- 
den, with 2,503 legal voters, has only 
one. These throo counties liaving a 
total voting population of 11,2.'>5, 
show only three idiot* for tlic Statu 
to support Tho entire Third Judi- 
cial District has 14,521 legal voters, 
and only seven pauper idiots. TIk! 
Fifteenth District ha* 16,755 legal 
voters, and 188 pauper iJiots. The 
single county of Owsley, with 980 le 
gul voters, has as many pauper idiots 
as the entire Third, Judicial District, 
with 14,,')21 legal voters. The county 
of Perry, with !I98 voters, has thir- 
teen pauper idiots, or more than 
Bourbon, Clark, Woodford and Fay- 
ette, with altogether a voting pojiu- 
latlon of over 19,0(J0. The two coun- 
ties of Whitley and Pulaski have 
each more pauper idiots than tho en- 
tire Third, Fonrtli or Eleventh Dis- 
trict. The Kiglith District, with 22,- 
284 legal voters, has 155 idiots. By 
furtber comparison we find that the 
1st, 2d, 3d. 4th, 5th, 9tli, 10th, lltli, 
12th, 14lh, lUth and 18th Districts, 
comprising seventy-live of the largest 
and by far iinwl populous counties 
in the Slate, show u total of only 487 
idiots, while the rest of the counties 
small and sparsely settled, show 637 
idiot*. 

Harlan county has twenlv-one 
idiots, and a population of 5,278, or 
one idiot to 2ri;) inlinliilanls. 

Wliillev iiiiiiily has lliii-h -tlircc 
idiot.s, anda po|nilation of 12.000, or 
one idiot to 303 inhabitant*. 

Jackson county haseighteen Idiots, 
and a population of 0,078, or one idiot 
to 371 inliabilunts. 

Rowan county lis* ten Idiot*, and 
a population of 4,420^ or cue idiot to 
442 inhabitant*. 

In ^Inrtiii county wo Lave one 
idiot to 3,010 inhablUnta. 
In lioyil Olio to 12.10;'). 
In Mclx-au one to 9,2!),'!. 
Ill Crittciidun one to U,CS8. 
Ill Union one to 17,809. 
In nender*on one to 24,515. 
In Harlan county with a popula- 
tion of 5,278, twenty-one idiots wcro 
supported last year bv the Slate, or 
one idiot to
